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The present bulletin contains a list of books in the Grosvenor Library of 
interest to those engaged in genealogical research. These comprise works devoted 
to the history of the various towns, counties, and states; town and parish records; 
family histories; works on heraldry; and genealogical periodicals, indexes and 
guides. 

The catalogue is divided as follows: 

I. State, coimty, and town histories and records, periodicals and other general 
works, arranged alphabetically imder the name of the author, or if anon3rmous, 
under the title. This list is intended for use with Durrie's Index. 

II. Index to localities in the proceeding list, including a few references to 
titles of anon3rnious books. 

III. Family histories entered alphabetically imder the name of the family, 
with numerous cross-references, mostly to families not included in Durrie's Index. 

IV. Books on heraldry and related subjects. 

V. Books on names and their derivations. 

VI. Genealogical guides, indexes and useful bibliographies.

Books of interest to genealogists are shelved in an alcove by themselves at 
the lower left-hand comer of the large reading-room. The cases are kept locked, 
but will be opened to any serious student who wishes to consult more than a very 
limited number of books at a time, provided they will take the trouble to conform 
to a few necessary regulations governing this department : 

All books taken from these shelves should be left on the table, not replaced 
on the shelves. Readers are requested to notify the attendants at the desk 
when they are through with their books so they may be returned to their places 
at once. Lead pencils must be used in all cases in taking notes. The general 
rule of SILENCE should be as conscientiously observed in the genealogical alcove 
as in any portion of the large reading-room.

The arrangement of books in this department begins in the fourth press to 
the left of the entrance to the alcove. Local and town histories come first. Begin- 
ning with New England, the separate states follow nearly in their geographical 
order from the Atlantic district westward. The class number, which forms the 
upper member of the double call number displayed on the back of each volume, 
runs in strict numerical order from 974, New England, to 979.8, for Alaska. 

Following this section in presses la and 13, are the works on genealogy, 
family history, heraldry, etc. The class numbers in this section run from 929.0 to 
929.8. Presses 14 and 15 contain the 4to and folio volumes too large to stand in 
their proper place, where a dummy will indicate the fact that they are shelved else- 
where. These are arranged in the same numerical order as the smaller volumes. 

Under each state are placed : First, general histories and descriptive works on 
that state; second, histories and descriptive works on the several counties; third, 
the works devoted to individual towns. 

In the above series works on counties and towns are arranged alphabetically 
under the name of county or town; family histories are arranged under the name 
of the family treated. All other works under the author, or title if the work is 
anonymous. 

By following these simple directions patrons of the library may soon learn 
to select their books at once, but in cases of doubt they are requested to avail 
themselves of the assistance of the attendants at the desk, not only for locating 
the books they wish, but for suggestions in securing further information not 
appearing in the present catalogue. 

This catalogue contains all books added to this department up to January, 
1900. A list of later accessions may be procured for inspection by inquiry at 
the desk. Some books have been included here that may seem to have but 
little bearing upon genealogical reseach, but they will be found to contain lists 
of early settlers and similar records that will be of interest to investigators. 
It seemed better to include too much rather than too little.
